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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

The application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.4999, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted 

I. Claim 1 , drawn to a surface carbonitrided stainless steel part. 

II. Claim 2, drawn to a manufacturing method for the part. 

The inventions listed as l-ll do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: the common 
technical feature in all groups is the surface carbonitrided stainless steel part. This 
element cannot be a special technical feature under PCT Rules 13.2 because the 
element is shown in the prior art. JP 62-278528 A discloses a surface hardened 
stainless steel part (abstract and Figure 1), which is substantially identical to the 
claimed part. Inventions l-ll lack the same or corresponding special technical features. 
Therefore unity of invention is lacking and restriction is appropriate. 

During a telephone conversation with Mr. Christopher W. Brody on August 7, 
2007 a provisional election was made with traverse to prosecute the invention of I, claim 
1 . Affirmation of this election must be made by the applicant in replying to this Office 
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action. Claim 2 is withdrawn from further consideration by the examiner, 37 
CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a non-elected invention. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include an election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be 
traversed (37 CFR 1.143). 

The election of an invention may be made with or without traverse. To reserve a 
right to petition, the election must be made with traverse. If the reply does not distinctly 
and specifically point out supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election 
shall be treated as an election without traverse. 

Should the applicant traverse on the ground that the inventions are not 
patentably distinct, the applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now 
of record showing the inventions to be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record 
that this is the case. In either instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions 
unpatentable over the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection 
under 35 U.S.C.103 (a) of the other invention. 

The applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
remaining in the application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by 
a request under 37 CFR 1 .48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1 . 1 7(i). 

Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 102 
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The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the alternative, 
under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over JP 62-278258 A. 

With respect to claim 1, JP ('258 A) discloses a surface nitrided stainless steel 
part comprising by weight 14.8% of manganese (abstract), which is within the claimed 
range of 3-20%, wherein a Vickers hardness of the surface is 1350 HV or more and a 
depth of a hardened layer having 1000 HV or more from the surface of the steel part is 
10 microns or more (Figure 1). 

Claim 1 is a product claim with process limitations (i.e. the surface was 
carbonitrided). Even though the claim is limited by and defined by the process as 
claimed, determination of patentability is based on the product itself. Although, JP ('258 
A) does not teach the claimed surface carbonitrided stainless steel part, the surface 
nitrided stainless steel part of JP ('258 A) reasonably appears to be either identical with 
or only slightly different than the surface carbonitrided stainless steel part claimed in 
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claim 1. A rejection based on either section 102 or section 103 of the status is eminently 
fair and acceptable. See MPEP 2113.
